The Program Change Application from the Associate in Arts Program to the Baccalaureate . 
Program is an application procedure for students who wish to transfer from the Associate 
in Arts Program at the Doheny Campus to the Baccalaureate Program at the Chalon Campus of 
Mount St. Mary's College. The requirements for admission are listed on page 26 of the 
college catalog . Students transferring should have a minimum of a 2.25 cuntmilative grade 
point average. (Some majors have special requirements) .

3. Complete and submit the attached Request for Academic Records form to the Registrar's 
Office, Building # 10. Request a transcript of all completed work at Mount St. Mary's 
College. If applicable, a copy of the transfer credit evaluation of course work com- 
pleted at other colleges should also be requested and included. 

4. Submit the completed amplication fonn and transcripts to Terri Navarro in the Admissions 
Office in Building # 7 by Friday, February 29, 1980. 

5. The Admissions Office will review your application and transcripts. You will be infor- 
med by a letter of the decision.
